Hs MBL V complaining, ſhew unto your Lordſhip your Orators the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Mine Adventurers of England, and Sir Humpbry Machworth of Neath in che 
County of Glamorgan Rnt. Deputy Governor of the ſaid Company, That in, or about the 
Month of O#ober, in the Year of our Lord. 1698. Your'Orators or thoſe under whom the 
claim, engaged in an Undertaking, for the Working and Manufacturing of Mines and Minerals 
in Wales, to which they were induced by the great Aſſurances made to them by one William 
Waller who had for many Years before been imployed as Steward of rhe Mines of Bwlchyr- Er- 
kyr-hyr, late of Sir Carbery Pryſe ; and by his Eſtimations of the Annual Value of the ſaid Mines, 
amounting to 70500 J. per Annum. And his Calculations of the Profits might be made there- 
of, thereby pretending ro demonſtrate, That the ſame Quantity of Ore raiſed at the ſaid Mines 
in E;kyr-hyr, would bring in ſeven times as much Clear Profits to the ſaid Company, as if the 
ſame were raiſed in other Mines, in the North of England; ſo great was the Difference as he 
affirmed between the Price of raiſing and carriage of the Ore, and other Advantages of one 
Place above another. And by his making Maps of the ſeveral Veins in the ſaid Mountain, 
and deſcribing the ſame with great Exactneſs, as by the ſame may appear, your Orators were in- 
duced to give Credit to the ſaid Waller, tor the Truth and Reality of che Matters of Fact by 
him aſſerted; and rhe rather becauſe at that time the Mines were under Water, and could not 
be viewed by any other Perſons wharfoever. And the faid Waller expreſſed ſo great a Confi- 
dence of the Truth of rhe ſaid Matters of Fact by him aſſerted, that whereas he was to have, or 
claimed rhe Salary 250 1. per Annum, only from the old Partners of the ſaid Mines; he the ſaid 
William Waller then offered to take the Management of che Mines for the time to come, for the 
Salary of 100 l. for every 10000 1.

And he took the Charge of the Management of your Orators 
Affairs in thoſe Parts upon himſelf, having other Aſſiſtants under him, who were to be obe- 
dient to his Orders and Directions: And by his great Promiſes, ſolemn Proteſtations, and Aflu- 
rances to Sir Humphry Mackworth Deputy Governor, he gained ſo much Credit with him, as to 
make him believe, that there were great Arrears of Salary due to him from the old Partners, 
before the Company was engaged; and that he would be very generous in taking Tickets in the 


Mine Adventure Lottery, inftead of ready Money for the ſame, but hoped the ſaid Sir Hum- 
. phry Mackworth, who together with Sir Thomas Mackworth was entruſted with the Manage- 


ment of the ſaid Lottery, and with a confideral number of Tickets to diſpoſe of at their, and 
Sir Humpbry Mackworth's or one of their Diſcretion, would give him ſome Reward for all his

fer forth and deſcribed in his Eſſay on the Value of the Mines, and in his Maps ſhould Hèreaf - 
ter when rhe Mines are dreined, and the Water and other Impediments removed appear to be 
true, as he had related: And that in Caſe they ſhould appear otherwiſe , then he rhe 
faid William Waller, ſhould ftand Accountable for the Value of the faid Tickets, co your 
Orator the. ſaid Sir Humphry Mackworth , and the other Partners in the faid Mines. And 
your Orator Sir Humphry Mackhworth, further ſheweth, That the ſaid Waller expreſſed fo great 
Confidence of rhe great A would be made by the ſaid Mines, and by purchaſing the 
Intereſt and Skares therein, late of Sir Carbery Pryſe's, that he offered to become Partnet with the 
ſaid Sir Humpbry Mack worth, in the Purchaſe thereof, which was accepted accordingly : And 
having entred into Partnerſhip, your ſaid Orator had reaſon to give great Credit to the ſaid Wat- 
ler's Advice, and Aﬀertions ; and thereupon, was perſwaded by the ſaid Waller ro purchaſe the 
Mines in another Mountain, called Eskyrfraith, adjacent ro the Mines of Esbyr-byr, from K9-

adjacent Mountain, called un Ahoy which lay in the Courſe of the ſaid Vein, and had a much 
deeper Level, and that therefore the ſaid Mines, could ba wrought there to a much greater Ad- 
vantage than in EH yr it ſelf. And your Orators ſhew, That the ſaid Waller did deſire no 
more than one Year, to put the ſaid Mineral Works in a good Working Condition; and for 
that Year, the Company did allow, and pay him, '250 J. for his Salary, And your Orators 
ſhew, That they putting an entire Confidence in the faid Waller, did, at the Requeſt, and upon 
| rhe Encouragement of the ſaid Waller, fend great Quantities of Cole, Iron, Roap, turbridge Clay, 
Bricks, and other Scores, to the Hands, or to the Order and Direction of the ſaid William Mal- 
ler, at the Silver Mills, in the ſaid County; and ſometimes to a Place called G arreg, near to the 
Place called Iniſpire, where the ſaid Waller lives: Ard did entruſt the ſaid Cole, Iron, and other 
Stores, to the Management of the ſaid Waller; and ſuch other Perſons as were imploycd as 
Aſſiſtants, and under Officers, under him as aforeſaid; Which Stores from time to time, a- 
mounted to the Value of 10000 J. or thereabonrs : And for which the ſaid William Waller was 
ro be accountable unto your Orators. And your Orators likewiſe entruſted the ſaid Waller, in raking 
Bargains and Leaſes of Mines and Liberties, for the Uſe of your Orators in Wales ; and letting, let- 
ting, and making Bargains with the Miners, Carriers, and Workmen ; and in Meaſuring their Works, 
and ſeeing that they did faithfully Work, and carry on the Mines to the beſt Advantage, and for 


the common Profit and Benefit of your Orators; and for that Purpoſe to appoint ſuch under Ste- Ex. 


wards, as he ſhould think fit. And the faid Waller was alſo entruſted with the laying out Money, 

ia keeping all che Account of the faid Company, in the ſaid County of Cardigan: And tho” for 
ſometime, there had been a pay Steward, who received and paid the Money in Eaſe of the ſaid 

Walter, yet he was to be obedicnt to the Orders of the ſaid Waller : And to pay no Money but 
by his Directions in Writing, except Subſiſtence Money; and in that Caſe the ſaid Waller was 
to keep a Check Account; and to take Care that the Miners followed their Works, and did 
nor run in Debt to your Orators; and it is the proper Buſineſs of all Grove Stewards fo to do. 
And your Orator Sir Humphry Mackworth, further ſhews, That after the Water was drained of 
the ſaid Mines in Es- yr, your Orator went down to view the ſame, and nor finding that the 
' faid Waller had brought the Mines to that Perfection he had promiſed, and the ſaid aller re- 
fufing to contribute, and pay his Proportion of the Purchaſe Money, which was to be paid to, 
Mr. Pryſe, for the Shares of Sir Carbery Pryſe; your Orator was adviſed and accordiugly did diſ- 
poſe of ſome Shares as were not entred in his own Name, but appropriated for that Purpoſe, if 
Occafion did require, in Order to pay part of the ſaid Debt: And your Orator was obliged to, 
and did ſell an Eſtate in Shropſhire, for Payment of the Reſidue thereof; bur afterwards the ſaid 
Waller, in dtiviog up a Level in the ſaid Mountain, called Ecbyrhyr, in a Vein which he always 
called a dead Vein, by good Fortune ſtruck into a quick Vein, in which conſiderable Quantities of 
Ore were raiſed. And your Orator Sir Humphry Mackworth, having alſo taken other Mines 
rich in Silver, that were refuſed by the Company, bur proving afcerwards very Good were at 
their Requeſt aſſigned to hem. And the faid Waller in all his Letters to the Company, and to 
ſeveral private Partvers, extolling the Richneſs of theſe new Veins, one of them holding 70 
Ounces of Silver, in a Tun of Lead, or theteabouts: And in all Diſcourſes co your Orator, un- 
der the greateſt Proteſtations of Friendſhip, ſtill affirming that tho the Miners had met with 
hard Rocks, that delayed their Levels and Works, yer if the Company could be ſupported a 


little longer, all thoſe rich Mines would be brought to Perfection, and vaſt Treaſure raiſed out 


of the ſame, that would in a very few Years, not only Reimburſe all the Expences, and dead 
charges of the Company, but repay all the Coſts of the Original Purchaſe with great Profit to 
themſelves. Your Orator the ſaid Sir Humphry Mackworth, was thereby induced to lend, and give 
Credit to the Company for conſiderable Sums of Money, amounting to 10000 1. and upwards, aud 
did adviſe his Brother, and other near Relations, and particular Friends, to advance confidera- 
ble Sums of Money for the carrying on the ſaid Works, on the Credit of the Company's Seal ; 
and ſeveral others of the Directors, and many Partners, did alſo lend great Sums of Money 
on rhe Credit of the ſaid Waller's publick Letters ro the Company; and other private Letters 
writ under Proteſtation of particular Friendſhip ro ſeveral of them: All which did magnific 
the Richneſs of the Veins, and what great profit might be expected from them, if che Partners 
would perſiſt to ſupport the Company, and carry on the Works: And the faid Haller did alſo 
pre tend to great Skill in, and did undertake to manage che Raiſing, Smelting, and Refining of 
che ſuid Mines and Minerals, in the ſaid County; and accordingly did manage the ſame. 
And your Orators further ſhew, That the faid Waller hath without any real and good Conſide- 
ration, aud without Payment of any Money upon Pretence of Money expended in Working of 
Mines, when none or very little had been fo expended, but was allowed to him in other Ac- 
courirs, obtained ſeveral Bonds and Bills under che Company's Seal; and of late Years your O- 
rators obferving that the faid Waller was very flow in his Proceedings, and not being able to ger 
all his Accounts from rhe Mines ſent up according to Directions; but ſeveral Excuſes being 
made from time to time, and a Fault laid on others, tho the ſaid Waller always kept an Accourc 
of rhe ſame, and of Stores, and of other Proceedings; and could, and ought, by the Truſt repo- 
poſed in him, have given an Account thereof, as he is the chief Manager and Agent entrufſed 
by the Company. Your Orators did therefore endeavour, to find a fic Perſon to ſuperviſe the 
ſaid Works; and after ſome time, they did find out and employ one Foſeph Haywara, of Matt. 
txck, in the County of Derby Gent. to ſuperviſe the ſame, and to manage ſeveral of them, and 


Smelting the ſaid Ore. And your Orators do now find, thut though rhe ſaid New Mines granted 


to chem by the ſaid Sir Humphry Mackworth, were, and are very rich, and would with good 
Management have yielded great Profit in the Company; yet the faid Haller hath made none 
thereof. nor diſcharged his Truſt, either with Skill or Fideliry, in the Management of chem, 
having ſuffered ſeverai of the Miners and Workmen to run in Debt to the Company, to the Sum 
of 2 or 4 hundred Pound, and did not take care that the faid Workmen did follow their Work, 
ſo much as to gain their Subſiſtence, which is about 3 5, and 6 d. per Meek; and not above one 
half of What is their uſual Wages ; and of whar they might gain if they had followed cheir 


Work as uſual, And the faid William Waller, hath cauſed, or occaſioned, at Lag an the 
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Smetring of the Ores of the ſaid Mines, three times as much as they.might have beet Smelced 
for, by any ordinary Artiſt, or as they are Smelred for at this time.
